Levees Covered W ith Soldiers And 
Ordnance W hile the W ork Goes

Nev/ Orleans, La., M arch lo.— Thirteen 
companies of the city m ilitia marched 
from their arm ories to the levee yes­ 
terday. The W ashington Artillery pro­ 
ceeded to the H arrison wharf, a H otch­ 
kiss gun and two gatlings were trained 
into position so as to command all ap ­ 
proaches to the w harves and sweep the 
opening beyond. 
A squad 
of 
sh arp ­ 
shooters was posted near the ordnance 
and pickets put out. 
Shortly after 12 
o’clock a considerable num ber of negro 
sorewmen appeared and began work on 
i he steam ship Engineer, the center of 
the riot Tuesday. A large crowd g a th ­ 
ered about the wharf, and several times 
they had to be driven back, but no o u t­ 
break occurred and the 
day 
passed 
peaceably. 
At 5:30 the 
negroes 
quit 
work and went quietly to their homes. 
Then the m ilitary w as w ithdraw n and 
retired to the arm ory until this m orn­ 
ing, when it will resum e protection of 
the negro screwmen. 
A sim ilar state of affairs transpired 
in the upper portion of the city. There 
was no trouble a t either point. 
The 
rioters did not appear on the levee. The 
police showed commendable activity 
and arrested about tw enty men who 
they declare were in the riots Tuesday. 
It was four years ago yesterday th at 
several thousand men under the leader­ 
ship of a num ber of prominent citizens 
m arched to the old parish prison and 
shot to death eleven Italians who were 
implicated in the assassination of Chief 
of Police Hennessy. 
Gov. Foster yesterday reiterated his 
statem ent that, no m atter w hat hap­ 
pens,he will protect the lives of citizens 
and commerce and business of the port 
a t any cost. He will remain in the city 
if his health is no worse until all trouble 
has subsided and confidence has been 
restored.

W ashington, D. C., March 15.—The 
whereabouts of Li H u n g Chang, China’s 
peace envoy, is a source of much specu­ 
lation anet no little concern in official

Pekin, more th an two weeks ago, there 
has been no word, official or by press 
reports, as to his whereabouts. Li H ung 
Chang’s first departure from Pekin was 
about three weeks ago, but he w as re­ 
called by the emperor on the receipt 
by United States Minister Denby of 
Ja p a n ’s term s of peace, as transm itted 
to Minister Dun in Japan. 
The term s 
were fully agreed upon and Prince Li 
started to execute the treaty of peace. 
He went to Tien Tsin, whence he was 
to sail for Japan. There had been con­ 
stan t press reports from 
Tien-Tsin 
prior to th at time, but since then there 
has been absolute silence and not a 
word has been received as to Li’s a r­ 
rival a t Tien-Tsin or his departure for 
Jap an or his purposes. 
A Shanghai 
dispatch two weeks ago stated that 
John W. Foster had st arted for Tien- 
Tsin to join Li. This is the last official 
or unofficial reference to the subject. 
Owing to the trem endous responsibility 
imposed on Prince Li there is naturally 
great interest in his movements.

“L ast night

The sheriff was ordered to take every 
precaution to protect life and property 
and as soon as possible ascertain who 
composed the mob which did the lynch­ 
ing and as soon as practicable arrest 
the perpetrators. He received a reply 
th a t everything was quiet. Gov. Mc­ 
Intyre promises to obtain and forw ard 
full information as prom ptly as possi­ 
ble. H e sees no reason for anticipating 
fu rth er trouble.
